Performance, 


Great 


Trotting a Mile Without a Skip on the 
Track “in 2:10 3-4. 


Knocking Off Several Seconds from 
the Two-year-old Record. 


Old Palo Alto Does a Mile in 2:09 3-4— 
Record Breaking at Independence 
—Racing Events on Eastern 
Tracks. 


By Telegraph to The Times. : 
Stockton, Noy. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The sensation of this 
day’s record meeting was thé wonder- 
ful performance of Arion, the two-year- 
old Electioneer colt, raised and owned 
by Senator Stanford, in trotting a mile 
without a skip in 2:10%. This colt 
came to Stockton a few weeks ago with 
a race record of 2:21, and at the first 
attempt reduced his mark to 2:15%, 
beating the world’s two-year-old record 
of 2:18, which was then held by Sunol. 
Marvin drove Arion again and reduced 
his record to 2:14, which all horse- 
men said would never be equaled unless 
Arion should himself beat the mark. 
Today the famous driver brought the 


colt ont confident that he would lower his 
‘| record, but most persons realized that 


it was a desperate race to make. Mar- 

vin had no bother with the youngster, 

for he is as level-headed as an old turf 

veteran, and never gets rattled. When 

he came up just right Marvin nodded 

for the word, and was sent awav ata 

ruining clip with Sandy Smith close up 

behind with a runner. The game 

youngster trotted out squarely, and 

without a hitch went to the quarter 
pole in 38 2-5 seconds. That was a 
record-breaking gait, and those who 
did not know the colt said he could not 
keep up the clip, but he did and went to 
the half in 1:04 8-5, making the second 
quarterin 81 1-5 seconds, a terrific 
gait even foranaged horse. On he went 
strong and game as an _ old racer, 
going to the three-quarters le 
in 1:37 4-5, making the third quarter a 
little slower in 83.-1-5 seconds. Then 
it was thought the young colt would not 
be able to keep up the killin ng gait, but 
he is a game trotter and ‘bred to stay. 
He came to the finish strong and_ fast. 
going under the wire without a touch of 
Marvin’s whip, in 2:10%{, making the 
finishing quarter in 32 4-5 seconds. 

It was the greatest race against time 
ever seen on any track, for it was a 
square trot from start to finish. It was 
a wonderful performance, and every- 
body gave Marvin credit for his pa- 


| tience in training and handling the 


colt. 

Palo Alto, the game aged stallion of 

the Stanford stable, was driven by 

rvin against his record of 2:09}¢. 
The horse was feeling fine, and seemed 
anxious to go, but he was not so high 
strung as on his last appearance a w eek 
ago. Marvin has a way of toning up 
the old fellow to make him feel like a 
colt, killing the pain in his lame leg by 
the free use of cocaine. A week ago 
the stallion was too ambitious, but to- 
day he was shaped up differently. He 
moved without much show of lameness 
and seemed to be anxious to go. Mar- 
vin took the word after two or-three 
scorings and the horse went away very 
fast, making the race against Sandv 
with a runner from the start. He went 
to the quarterin 81%, to the half in 
1:03%, to the three-quarter in 1:364, 
but left his feet after passing the post 
and lost by the break, though he settled 
quickly. Half way down the stretch he 
went _up again, but was caught easily 
and came home without the whip in 
2:10. 

Late in the afternoou Marvin trotted 
him a second time, hoping to reach the 
mark he wants for the hero of the 
stable, as he is anxious to retire the 
game old fellow. Palo Alto was not 
distressed by his first fast work, and he 
seemed to be ready to go a wonderful 
mile. Marvin gave him one scoring 
and then nodded for the word. The 
stallion went away at a terrific gait, 
with a runner exciting him. Marvin 
held the old fellow back as well as he 
could, talking to him all the while, but 
he went to the quarter post in 31 %, 
and to the half at the rapid gait of 
1:0344. From the halfhe slowed up a 


} little, going-to.the.third. quarter in 33 | 


seconds, reaching the post in 1:36}¢. 


He made a magnificent finish in about |-— 


the same time, coming home withouta 
skip in the mile in 2:09 %. 

The horse was too tired to break the 
record in the second killing heat in one 
day, but he trotted the second mile only 
a quarter of asecond behind his best 
mark, and only half a second slower 
than the world’s record, held by Aller- 
ton.

CHEAPER WHISKY. 


Takamine Process. 

Cuicaco, Nov, 5.—|By the Associated 
Press.] Jacob Woolner, one of the 
directors of the whisky trust, today 
said that the company had made all 
preparations to begin distilling spirits 
at Peoria next week by the Takamine 
process. This process will be gradu- 
ally introduced in all distilleries now 
controlled by the company. Mr. Wool- 
ner said that by the new process they 
will be able to meke spirits 15 to 20 
per cent. cheaper than at present. He 
added that Takamine would at no dis- 
tant day demonstrate that he could 
make beer, ale and other fermented 
liquors by his and much 
cheaper. 

Mr. Woolner delared that the trust 
would not buy any more distilleries as 
it now has 90 per cent. of the custom- 
ers, and is securing those of its rivals 
by offering goods atlower prices. The 
Takamine process, Woolner believes, 
will eventually give the trust complete 
control of the whisky output. 


DA FONSECA DEFIED. 


‘Another Province Secedes from the 
Brazilian Republic. 


A Third State About to Declare Independ- 
ence of the Dictator’s Rule—Indi- 
cations of a Coming 
Civil War. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Nov. 10.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] A dispatch just re- 
ceived from Pernambuco says that the 
province of Grao Para has declared its 
independence of the Brazilian republic. 
This action was caused by the assump- 
tion of dictatorial powtrs by Da 
Fonseca. | 

A later dispatch from Pernambuco, re- 
ceived at 7 p.m., brings further alarm- 
ing intelligence. There is no doubt 
that the situation of affairs in Brazil, 
arising out of the assumption of dictato- 
rial powers by the late president of the 
| republic, Deodoro Da Fonseca, is rap- 


to arms'will be necessary to establish 
the position of the dictator. The dis- 
patches of yesterday showed that there 
was a feeling of discontent prevailing 
everywhere throughout Brazil. Repub- 
licans see in this last move of Da Fon- 
seca an attempt to override the author- 
ity vested in him by the Constitution. 
So strong has the opposition to Da Fon- 
seca grown that yesterday it was an- 
nounced that the important province of 
Rio Grande do ful had declared its in- 
dependence. 

The dispatch just received shows that 
steps will have to be immediately taken 
to prevent, if possible, the disintegra- 
tion of the republic. The province of 
Gras Para, has followed the example 
set by Rio Grande do Sul, and today de- 
clared its independence. Gras Para is 
one of the most important provinces in 
Brazil. The indepence movement will 
probably be followed by a similar dec- 
laration by the province of Bahia. 

Dictator Fonseca is moving rapidly to. 
suppress these attempts to setup sepa- 
rate governments, and has ordered 
a warship 
lay to Rio Grande to take such action 
as is necessary to prevent the provin- 
cial authorities from carrying their dec- 
laration of independence into efiect. 

It behooves himto move with alac- 
rity, for already a man has been named 
in connection with the contemplated 
presidency of the province. He is Sil- 
veno Martinez, who, during the last rev- 
olution, was banished from the country. 
He subsequently was allowed to return. 
Silveno Martinez, without doubt, pos- 
Sesses greater political influence than | 
any other man in the province.” 
Wasuinston, Nov. 10.,—No news has 
been received at the Brazilian legation 
to indicate that the province of Rio 
| Grande do Sul has seceded from the Re- 
’ public of Brazil orisitina state of revolt, 
Acablegram has been received at. the 
legation from the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs relating to routine matters, but 
giving no hint of a revoiution or resign- 
ment of the cabinet. 

Cuicaco, Nov. 10.—A special from 
Washington says that a long cipher. 
dispatch was received by the State De- 
partment today from the American 
Minister at Rio de Janeiro, but the 
départment refused to give out any in- 
formation. The British Minister, Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, has a dispatch from 
the English admiral at the Brazilian 
station saying that the country is in 
open revolution.

Cuicaco, Nov. 10.—A general digging 
up of corpses interred by a leading un- 
dertaker is expected as a result of an 
arrest made today. The prisoner was 
the Undertaker M. F. Rodgers., He is 
accused of systematically burying two 
corpses ina coffin. Rodgers held a con- 
tract to inter deceased inmates of the 
public Institution for Dependent Chil- 
dren, and it is alleged he saved himself

HOSTILE TALK. 


The Chilean Foreign Minister Complains 
About American Officials, 

New York, Nov. 11.—}By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}| The Herald’s Santiago 
cablegram contains aninterview with 
the Chilean Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Matta, in which the latter conveys the 
impression that the representatives of 
the United States in Chile had seemed 
to think they could, in every way, 
dictate to Chile what she should 
or shouldnot do. This stand on their 
part, he said, was untenable. He de- 
nied the assertions that the present 
government is hostile to the United 
States, and said when all that -has 
transpired since the war began was 
known, the people of both countries 
would be called in to act as judges. 

As to the refusal to permit an officer 
of the Baltimore to be present at the 
judicial . investigation it was simply 
because it was a violation of the rules 
of Chilean legal procedure. The Judge 
of crimes controls these secret trials, 
and itis leftto his discretion whether 
or not to ask the presence of an out- 
sider.

A BRITISH DIATRIBE. 
Another Correspondent Vents Venom on. 
Everything American, 

Lonpon, Nov. 10.—[By Cable and As- 
ciated Press.] The Santiago corre- 
spondent of the Times telegraphs a long 
diatribe against false Chilean news 
sent by correspondents or invented in 
America. Taking his text from the 
blowing up of the cruiser Baltimore, he 
says: 

“Since the arrival of the American 
newspapers here we have had, in addi- 
tion tothe scandal created by rowdy 
diplomacy, an unseemly squabble among 
American correspondents respecting 
the authorship of false telegrams pub- 
lished in America. These quarrels 
tend to place America in an unenviable 
light. It is necessary again to call at- 
tention to the disregard by American of- 
ficials here of the pacific orders alleged 
to have been sent from Washington. 
These orders give the text of the osten- 
sible instructions previously sent to 


maintain the strictest neutrality during’ 


the Chilean civil war. Owing either to 
their knowledge of thesecret intentions 
of the Washington cabinet or other mo- 
tives, Minister Egan, Commander Schley 
and the American Consul continue to 
show the bitterest animus against the 
Congressionalist government publicly. 
It is notorious that Minister Egan’s at- 
titude and that of his- assistants con- 
tinue to be such as may provoke a rup- 
ture of the friendly relations between 
the two countries. 

“Viewed in connection with later 
events, Commander Schley’s landing 
sailors on October 10 ceases to bear the 
aspect of thoughtless imprudence.

RAILWAY MEN MEET. 


Discussion on the Importance of Safety 
Appliances for Cars. 

New York, Nov. 10.—The committee 
appointed by the last national conven- 
tion of railroad commissioners to secure 
Congressional action looking to uni- 
formity in safety appliances for rail 
road cars met this morning, four mem- 
bers being present. There was a large 


attendance of rallroad men from all}. 


parts of the country. Chairman 
Crocker opened the proceedings by 
reading replies, which the committee 
had received from companies represent- 
ing 125,000 miles of railroad, concern- 
ing the kind of automatic couplers and 
brakes used on freight cars. They fix 
the total number of freight cars in the 
United States at 978,000, of which 


number only 129,800 were shown to be 


epuipped with automatic car couplets. 

Chairman Crocker said that in the 
opinion of the committee imperative 
action should be taken by Congress to 
hasten and insure the equipment of 
freight cars throughout the country 
with uniform automatic couplers and 
train brakes. In coupling or uncoupr 
ling cars there were killed during the 
year ended June 30, 1889, over 300, 
while 6757 were injured. During the 
following year 369 were killed and 
7841 injured. 

Col. Haines, prestient of the Ameri- 
can Railroad Association, reminded the 
committee that the association was 
now engaged in making the Master Car 
Builders’ coupler (vertical hook) the 
standard car coupler throughout their 
system, that type having been agreed 
upon as the best. Haines said that 
there were 1,200,000 freight cars in 


| the country and only 200,000 were 


equipped with automatic couplers. 
The cost of equipping the other 
1.000,000 would be $25.000,000. 


Five years’ time at least would be re- 
quired. The aggregate cost of fitting 
up the cars with air-brakes the country 
over would be $50,000,000. These 
things must be considered.

KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


Their Convention Opened at Toledo—Re- 
ports of the General Officers. 

(O.,) Nov. 10.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The Knights of Labor 
convention met this morning. General 
Master Workman Powderly was re- 
ceived with rounds of cheers. 

General Secretary and Treasurer

ARBITRATE 


The Bering Sea Dispute to 
be Settled. 


An Agreement Reached Between En- 
gland and this Country. 


A Treaty Framed Subject to Ratifica- 
tion by the Senate, 
) 


The First Announcement of the Compact 
Made During the Hearing of the 
Sayward Case in the 
Supreme Court. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 


Wasuixoton, Nov. 10,—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.| _The public was taken 
into the confidence of the diplomatic 
branch of the Government this after- 
noon in the continuation of the hearing 
in the Sayward case, and the first an- 


nouncement was made that the pro- 


longed diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween Secretary Blaine and Lord Salis- 
bury had resulted inan agreement by 
which, with the consent of the Senate, 
the long-pending dispute overthe seal 
fisheries in Bering Sea would be defi- 
nitely settled. | 

Solicitor-General Taft, who was ad- 
dressing the court, madethe first inti- 
mation that the correspondence be- 
tween the two countries had reached 
the point of an agreement upon arbi- 
tration. He stopped atthis point, and 
when Justice Gray desired some more 
explicit statement as to whether an 
agreement upon arbitration had been 
actually reached, the Solicitor-General 
hesitated to reply, and intimated that 
perhaps he had revealed more than he, 
not being a Cabinet officer, and be 
authorized to speak only on legal ques- 
tions, should have done. 

Thereupon Attorney-General Miller 
himself interposed, and not only sub- 
stantiated all that the Solicitor-General 
had said, but went further and an- 
nounced that the Government had 
effected an agreement. This was prac- 
tically the first announcement made as 
to the progress of the Bering Sea nego- 
tiations since the last correspondence 
was made public, showing the differ- 
ence of opinion between the two gov- 
ernments as to the points of arbitra- 
tion. it was surprising that the news 
should first come out in an argument in 
court, and the Attorney-General was 
asked, after adjournment, if he would 
throw some light on the subject. 

‘It is true an agreement upon arbi- 
tration has been reached,’’ he said, 
‘““Yes,’’ he added, *‘the matter has been 
settled between the two governments; 
that is, subject to ratification by the 
Senate.” 

‘*What are the points of arbitration?’’

The wit- 
ness repeated the story he had told of 
the whole transaction upon the trial of 
the Hoy case last week. 

Stassforth said he first met Baker on 
Temple street in the latter part of Au- 
gust while he was looking after some 
property, and at Bunker Hill avenue he 
and Baker began to talk about real es- 
tate and values. Tho defendant talked 
a few moments andthen referred toa 
man in Vernon who wanted to borrow 
#8000 on some lands. The quantity of 
land was named. The witness said he 
was prepared to entertain a loan for a 
smaller sum. 7 

The next day Baker called at the wit- 
ness’s office and. further talk was had 
about the loan. Hesaid the man who 
wanted the money was Morris M, Green, 
an old settler and well known inthe 
county. After considerable talk it was 
agreed to go out and look atthe land. 
Baker drove the witness out to the 
property. ‘‘There is Green, now,’’ ob- 
served Baker, pointing to a man stand- 
ing near the fence. @ man came up, 
and Baker called i@im by the name of 


Green and him to the wit-+ 


ness. The two shook hands and imme- 
diately they beganto talk about the 
neighborhood. The witness inquired as 
to where certain men resided. The man 
represented to be Green seemed to be 
ignorant as to who his neighbors were, 
and Baker volunteered to assist hima 
little. At that time witness supposed 
he was talking to Green, the owner of 
the property, but he afterward learned 
that his real name was John C. Hoy, 
and he was not the owner of the land. 

Hoy was brought into court for iden- 
tification by the witness. 

On reconvyening for the afternoon ses- 
sion, at 2 o'clock, Stassforth did not re- 
spond, and an attachment was issued 
for him, returnable forthwith. Before 
it was served, however, the witness 
presented himself, and being unable to 
give any valid excuse for keeping 
the court waiting for twenty minutes 
was fined $5 for contempt. 

Zue G. Peck, Esq., counsel for the de- 
fendant, cross-examined the witness 
with unusual severity, and was inter- 
rupted by the Court on one occasion for 
attempting to mislead the witness. He 
retorted that the rules of practice al- 
lowed an attorney on cross-examination 
to mislead a witness, whereupon the 
Court remarked that such ethics would, 
if pursued, result unpleasantly for the 
gentleman at the bar, 

THB BURNS DIVORCE SUIT. 

In Department Four, yesterday, the 
divorce suit instituted by Mrs. Sarah A. 
Burns against James F. Burns, ex-Chief 
of Police, was dismissed on motion of 
the plaintiff, who thereupon filed an 
amended complaint, drawn up by her 
attorneys, Messrs. Adams & Mitchell, 
in proper form. 

In this document Mrs, Burns sets 
forth that she and defendant were mar- 
ried at Nevada City on February 21, 
18738, and that they lived together con- 
tinuously thereafter for several years. 

She further alleges that on October 
7, 1886, in the District Court of Brown 
County, Neb., where they then re- 
sided, defendant while plaintiff was 
sick and confined to her bed, filed his 
petition for a divorce, and that on 
October 12, before said cause was at 
issue, one F. E. Tiffany, claiming to be 
a judge of said court, sent an order 
from Valentine, Cherry County, Neb., 
purporting to call a special term 
of said court to be held on October 
14, 1886, at Ainsworth, Brown County, 
Neb., for the sole purpose of trving 
said equity case of James F. Burns vs. 
Sarah A, Burns. That while plaintiff 
was still sickin bed said Tiffany entered 
a pretended decree of divorce in said 
action, which plaintiff claims is invalid 
and was obtained by fraud and collusion. 
She further claims that during all that 
time defendant attended and watched 
over her in her sickness, and lived with 
her as her devoted husband until Octo- 
ber 26, 1886, when she was called to 
the bedside of her sick mother. That 
on November 6, 1886, and on subse- 


to again become his wife, stating that 


that on December 10, 1886, they 
agreed and did remarry each other, 
and lived together until July £6, 1889. 
That during that time. they acquired 
real property to the value of more than 
$15,000, all of which is community 
property, that the legal title thereto is 
vested in defendant, but that the equit- 
able title to an undivided one-half 
interest therein is vested in plaintiff. 

Plaintiff then charges defendant 
with having deserted her wilfully on 
August 8, 1889, and further charges 
him with adultery. 

ARRESTED ON A SERIOUS CHARGE. 

Frank H. Barclay, a prominent horti- 
culturist, was arrested yesterday upon 
a warrant issued by Justice Stanton, 
charging him with having obtained 
$2200 from J. W. Woodroof of No. 941 
South Hill street, by means of false 
pretenses, on April 80,1889. He was 
released upon bonds, in the sum of 
#2,000 to appear for examination next 
week.’ 

In an interview with a Times reporter, 
last evening, Mr, Barclay denounced his 
arrest as a malicious outrage. He 
stated that during the boom he bor- 
rowed $2200 from Woodroof, giving 
him a mortgage on three lots at Monte 
Vista, which he claims are worth double 
the amount today, During the past few 
months a number of foreclosure cases 
have been brought against him, and as 
soon as he found this out Woodroof 
claimed that he thought the mortgage 
he held was for the lots on which the 
Monte Vista Hotel stands when he 
loaned Barclay the money. 


CHINESE MURDER TRIAL.

As president of the 
Edison Electrical Company,.I saxe watched 
the successive experiments in the way of 
applying electricity as amotorto roiling 
stock carefully and with a gread deal of in- 
terest. 

Mr. Villard will be the guest of Gen- 
eral Manager K. H. Wade of the Santa 
Fé while in this city.

Selves steady work at regular wages, put 
the money in their pockets and do not in- 
“clude it in their profits of the summer's 
work as given in theirreports. Their fig- 
ures would remain the same had they hired. 
all their work done. Itis not asserted that 
all beet growers on the Chinoranch real- 
ized these satisfactory returns this year. 
Manifestly some did not. But the possibil- 
ities of an industry are not gauged by what 
has not been done, but by what has been 
done. And with equal climatic conditions, 
it is confidently believed by the. farmers 
with whom we have talked, that with the 
experience they have gained this summer 
regarding. plowing, time of planting, va- 
riety of seed, cultivation and the assurance 
that the factory will commence working six 
‘weeks earlier next year, they will be able 

to get much better returns in the future. 

Another most important feature in this 
work is that the farmers with families have 
been enabled to give their children employ- 
ment at remarkably good wages. A boy 10 
or 12 years old is able to do as much work 
inthinning andtopping asa man, and in 
some cases gets along a great deal better. 
A man with two or three boys will be 
able to take care of 10 acres entirely 
within his own family if properly handled. 
We repeat it—the sugar-beet industry on 
the Chino ranch presents the best opportu- 
nity to a poor man with a family that has 
yet been opened up in Southern California. 
One man, whose name can be givenif neces- 
sary, came here last spring with a family, 
and practically no capital whatever. He 
and one son went to work in earnest, and 
now on figuring up he finds that he has re- 
ceived about $600 from his beet crop and 
about $200 in wages outside. He said: 
“Doing my very best and working hard on 
my farm in Nebraska, I was never able to 
lay up more than $150 for my year's work, 
and then both season and prices must be 
very favorable.’’ Naturally, he is well 
pleased 


Anarchy a Poor Remedy. 

A weekly paper called the Alliance 
Farmer, published in this city, prints 
the following editorial opinion: 

Up to date itis reported that the coal 
miners of Tennessee have liberated 500 
convicts employed under contract to work 
coal mines. It was all done without blood- 
shed, the miners even going so far as to 
furnish the convicts with suits of citizens’ 
clothes toescapein. This cannot f vil to meet 
the approval of all right-thinking men. The 
practice of hiring out convicts to the coal 
barons brings down the price of honest 
Wages, takes bread from the mouths of 
honest laboring men, and fails to bring 
down the price of coaltothe consumer. 
Perhaps the Tennessee Legislature will now 
take the hint and stop the practice. 


And what does the precipitation of 
anarchy and the liberation of 500 con- 
victed criminals to prey upon the com- 
munity mean? As we understand it, 
the hiring out of convicts to work in 
the coal mines of Tennessee is a system 
established by the laws of the State, 
and these laws are adopted by the Leg- 
islature, which is elected by the people. 
If one legislature fails to respond to 
popularsentiment and amend the mis: 
chievous laws—if they are mischievous 
—another may be elected which will do 
‘so. “The whole matter is in the hands 
of the people ultimately. If they are 
fit for self-government, they ought to 
have patience enough to wait until 
they can accomplish their réforms by 
the regularly established methods. If 
they are not fit for self-government, 
they may precipitate anarchy and take 
the consequences. The question arises, 
which is the lesser evil: That 
the coal-miners of the State should 


suffer some temporary injustice 
and, perhaps, a decrease of - wages, 
or that the State should: be 


overrun with 500 convicted. criminals 
licensed to plunder, butn and depredate, 
while the laws are defied and rendered 
-hugatory? Asto the indirect effect of 
such a condition of outlawry—the loss 
of confidence in the established govern- 
ment—the damaged reputation of the 
State abroad—the hampered industries 
—the crippled trade—the capital with- 
drawn to safer fields—the check to im- 
migration and development—who can 
estimate the aggregate of these losses 
to the State! . 
The Alliance Farmer is wrong. This 
condition of affairs does not meet 
the approval of all “right-thinking peo- 
ple. It does not meet the approval of 
any of them. No matter how much 
they may sympathize with the. cause of 
labor in general andthe cause of the 
Tennessee coal miners in particular, 
they cannot help seeing that such meth- 
ods will only end in disaster, The peo- 
ple of Tennessee are sowing extensively 
to the winds nowadays, and their crop 
of whirlwinds by-and-by will be above 
the average.

AMUSEMENTS. 
THE THEATRES. 


GRAND OPERAHOUSE.—The Cleopatra of Sar- 
dou has been at last exhibited ‘to the ptiblic 
of this expectant city, and its slow length 
ot six acts unfolded to a crowded house last 
nightina blaze,a glitter and a gorgeous 
ensemble of melodious music, magnificent 
mounting and impassioned acting. For 
nearly four hours did the patient people 
watch the almost bewildering succession of 
tableaux, and when the curtain finally fell 
they seemed almost loth to leave the scene 
of such a captivating spectacle. . 


It is pleasant to be able to record, in the. 


first place, that the play was evidently put 
upon the stage with all the attention to 
matters of detail in the mounting, scenic 
effects, costuming and numbers, that were 
promised in advance. So rarely is this 
done by visiting companies that the fact de- 
serves mention. 

That the performance produced a pro- 
found effect upon the audience was amply 
evidenced by the close attention and the 
applause with which it was honored. Just 
how much of this appreciation was 
due to the brilliant French drama. 
tist and how much to the splendor 
of the scenic effects and perfection 
of detail exhibited in costuming, might, in 
view of the pleasure afforded by the exhi. 
bition as a whoie, be considered rather an 
ungrateful calculation. But, truth to tell, 
the Frenchman is notin the race with our 
own divine William, andin his attempt to 
portray the delights and the woes of ‘‘Cleo- 
patra’s’’ experience, he has not succeeded 
in elminating that nineteenth century at- 
mosphere which breathes through his 
other famous productions. As interpreted 
by Miss Davenport this failing, for so it 
must be called, is specially observable in 
the scene where ‘‘Cleopatra,”’ after hiding 
behind the bed curtains and _listen- 
ing to ‘Marc Anthony's’? love pas- 
sages with his wife, comes out and 
talks to him iu a way that suggests the 
Parisian cocotte. There are some scenes in 
which the language rises to dignity and the 
heights of passion, but in the main the 
dialogue is, as translated, not remarkable 
for any particular brilliancy. It may 
safely be said that if the success of the 
piece had to depend alone upon the author 
it would fail of its intention. But, sup. 
ported as itis by scenic effects, the like of 
which have never been seen here before. 
and bya large, well-drilled company and 
competent principals who understand how 
to work up a dramatic climax. the huge 
success of the play is easily understood. 

The performance terminated at an hour 
so late last night that extended comment 
upon the acting is impossible in this notice.

undoubtedly the ‘‘Marc Antony” of Mel- 
bourne MacDowell. There was a strength, 
a virility and a self-containment in the per- 
sonation that stabipod at once its superior 
excellence and made the actor tower above 
his fellows. Mr. MacDowell is gifted by na- 
ture to appear to advantage in that most 
trying of all stage costumes, the Roman. 
His appearance is not only grand and com- 
manding, but his voice and his elocution are 
alike admirable and he seems certainly to 
be particularly suitedto the portrayal of 
just such characters as that he undertakes 
in this play. When it is considered of how 
few menonthe stage today this can be 
truthfully said, the distinction is a high 
one. 

Fanny Davenport's *Cleopatra"’ is 
with all the consummate knowledge of 
stage art and theatrical effect and womanly 
tact that enable an actress of her talent to 
really shinein a character for which she 
would never be cast by any stage manager 
of average ability. It is remarkable to 
observe the manner in which she conquers 
difficulties that would be insuperable to 
anv ordinary actress with greater physical 
fitness for the part, and she compels ad. 
miration for her consistent, well-conceived 
and forceful personation. It is true that 
in the first two acts she does not exert her- 
self greatly. but in the third act she 
springs like a loness at the poor 
messenger—very well done Mr. 
Mayer—and in the “incantation"’ scene, 
where the storm is raised, she 
rises to areally great height. The storm, 
by-the-by, was the most realistic thing ever 
seen on the stage, and if the new smokeless 
powder had been used forthe bass effects it 
would have been the only possible improve- 
ment. 

Theodore Roberts was excellent as the 
Slave. He has a very striking, picturesque 
character to play, and makes everything 
out of it that seems possible. 

The incidental music was original and 
appropriate. orchestra deserves 
credit for its interpretation of it. .

Mopesto, Noy, .10.--[By the Asso- 
siated Press.] The Synod of the Pres- 
byterian church met last evening to 
hear charges against Pastor Gillingham.

Bank and a deacon of the church, and 
cover eight pages of type-written copy, 
and embrace vulgar and indecent lan- 
guage, vuchristian and unministerial 
conduct, visiting places of amusement 
in San Francisco where liquors are dis- 
pensed, wilful falsehood in claiming to 
be a graduate of Princeton college and 
claiming great wealth for hisofather. 
fraudulently obtaining a license to 
preach, false swearing, slandering 
brethren and claiming that his divorced 
wife was dead. 

Moderator J. M. Wood of Sanger pre- 
sided. Gillingham read written demur- 
rers to all the charges, which were 
overruled _by the moderator. The 
svnod remained in session till 1 o’clock 
this morning to hear the evidence of 
two witnesses living at a distance and 
desirous of leaving today. 

At 3 o’clock the taking of evidence 
commenced. The witnesses comprise 
ministers, deacons, ladies, merchants, 
and the evidence includes statements of 
professors of colleges, editors of re- 
ligious publications and of Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker. 

Mrs. Rutledge and O. R. Burkett of 
Woodbridge testified to Gillingham’s 
false statement of his wife’s death in 
Iowa, in 1886. 

James Thompson and J. M. Shafe of 
this city testified to vulgar and indecent 
language. 

The trial will last two or three days. 


THE TRAIN-WRECKERS,' 
Jeff Roberts Held for Trial—Hls Brother 
Discharged but Rearrested, 

Avsury, Nov. 10.—[By the Associated 
Press.] The Roberts brothers’ examin- 
ation was continued last evening, when 
C. H. Roberts, father of Al and Jeff 
Roberts, gave his testimony. The ex- 
amination covered the ten days before 
the wreck at Landersand subsequent 
days.

Justice 
Gwynn held Jeff Roberts without bail 
to appear for trial before the Superior 
Court. 

The defense stated that it submitted 
the case of Al Roberts without argu- 
ment. 

Attorney Jones gave in a forcible 
manner his reasons for holding Al 
Roberts, but Justice Gwynn discharged 
him. He -was rearrested though, and 
the grand jury will probably investi-

OLD COMANCHE. 


Death of the Famous Horse that Survived 
the Custer Massacre. 
Kansas City, Nov. 10.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.]° Word has been received 


here of the death of Comanche, the 
most celebrated horse in the United 
States cavalry service, at Fort Riley. 


He was 25 years of age, and the only | 


living thing belonging to the United 
States service’which escaped the battle 
of the Little Big Horn, where Gen. 
Custer and his command were massa- 
cred. He was one of the original 
mounts of the Seventh Cavalry when 
the regiment was organized in 1876.

FARMERS’ CONGRESS. 


The Annual Gathering of Grangers 
Begun. at Sedalia, Mo. 


Addresses by Gov. Francis and Others— 
Resolutions Adopted Highly Eulo- 
gizing the Course Pursued 
by Secretary Rusk.

SeEpauia, (Mo.,) Nov. 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.]| The eleventh annual 
session of the Farmers’ Congress began 
today. Two hundered and seventy-five 
delegates and a large number of visitors 
were in attendance. Thirty States and 
Territories were represented. Woods's 
Operahouse, where the congress is held, 
was elaborately decorated with farm 
products. Welcoming addresses were 
delivered by Gov. Francis, Mayor Car- 
roll of Sedalia and Frank B. Meyer, 
president of the Sedalia Commercial 
Club, which were responded to by Hon. 
A.W. Smith of Kansas, Col. Daniel 
Needham of New England, and D. F. 
Clayton of Iowa, secretary ofthe Farm- 
ers’ Congress. 

In the absence of President Kalb of 
Alabama, who was unavoidably absent, 
Vice-President Smith of Kansas pre- 
sided. Gov. Francis of Missouri, in his 
address of welcome in behalf of the 
State, said that class legislation had 
been one of the potent causes of de- 
pression of - agricultural interests. 
This depression had been of long con- 
tinuance and it was time now that the 
farmers were given recognition in the 
councils of the Nation. There were 
two great questions, the proper solution 
of which would tend to amelioriate the 
farmers’ condition. One was the im- 
provement of the great water courses, 
which would furnish cheap transporta- 
tion for farm products. The Missouri 
River could be improved at a cost of 
$20,000,000, a sum small compared 
with the expenditure of the billion-dol- 
lar Congress. The other was the im- 
provement of the country roads, which 
would furnish good transportation for 
small farmers to the nearest markets. 

Vice President Smith responded. He 
agreed with the Governor that the great 
water courses should be improved both 
in the interest of the farmer, manu- 
facturer and merchant. Twenty mill- 
ion dollars was a small enough amount 
to be devoted to the improvement of a 
big river like the Missouri. He was not 
alarmed, he said, at any billion-dollar 
Congress. He thanked God he lived in 
country where the appropriation of a 
million dollars by one Congress would 
not bankrupt the treasury. The agri- 
cultural was the greatest interest of the 
Nation, and legislation should take it 
more into account than it does. 

Anumber of other addresses were 
made. 

Before recess resolutlons were adop- 
ted, .on motion of D. Wagner of 
Illinois, tendering to Secretary of Agri- 
culture Rusk sincere thanks ‘‘for the 
great and: good work he has accom- 
plished for the farmers, and to beg his 
continuance in the same line.’’ The 
preamble refers to Rusk as ‘‘Our farmer 
Secretary of Agriculture:’’ speaks of 
his work in regard to opening the for- 
eign markets, the eradicating of con- 
tageous diseases among cattle, etc.

Buildings Demolished—Ships Wrecked—

In the interview, he said: | 
_I am now the attorney of Mrs. Palomares 
and have been ever since 1876, but if she 
& correctly reported in THE TIMEs this 
morning, I will at once redeed to her the 
lands and interests which I hold only as 
her trustee, and close my business connec: 
tion with her. 

In 1882, she sold various tracts of land 
Yo the Pomona Land and Water Company,' 
Yeceiving a small proportion of the pur- 
thase price down, but the conveyance 
shows that she was not to receive the re- 
Mainder until she removed the cloud 
whish was upon her title, growing out 
of a suit to set aside a decree of partition 
between the original owners of the San 
dosé ranch. Alarge part of the interest of 
one of the other owners and a small por- 
tion of the other had been acquired by the 
San José Ranch Company. The suit was 
decided by the Supreme Court in 1884, and 
whether the decision was just or unjust, it 
made the ownerstenants in common. In 
December, 1888, I concluded an arrange- 
ment with theSan José Ranch Company, 
by which they received a quit-claim deed 
from Mrs. Palomares for an undivided one- 
third of so much of the original ranch as 
they had become the owners of from va- 
tious sources, and in return they deeded to 
ier all of their undivided interest in the 
ranch, excepting therefrom all the parts 
und pieces which they claimed. In addi- 
fion to the undivided one-third which 
Mrs. Palomares deeded to the San José 
Ranch Company, she deeded to fhem an 
additional league of land, on which the 
town of San Dimas now stands. She did 
this in order that she might be able to col- 
ject the remainder due her from the Po- 
mona Land and Water Company, and par- 
ticularly for 300 acres sold to Seth Rich- 
ards, who refused to pay her one cent until 
his title was-perfected. Prior to this the 
quit-claim of the San José Ranch Company 
to Mrs. Polomares, Louis Phillips had quit- 
claimed tothe San José Ranch Company 
the interesthe owned as the successor of 
Vejar in the tract, amounting to about one 
thousand acres. The Arefias portion had 
been deeded to Dalton, and from him it 
passed to Slosson by foreclosure. Slosson 
conveyed to the Mound City Land and 
WaterCompany. The Pomona Land and 
Water Company was created about October 


‘‘The various transfers to Mrs. Palomares 
conveyed what is called the cloud on the 
titles to the lands over which this excite- 
ment has arisen. The cloud was known to 
exist previous to the transfer to Mrs. Pal- 
omares, and under it M. L. Wicks had col- 
lected $200. This money was paid over to 
me by Wicks for the account of Mrs, Palo- 
mares, and I paid it to her on the day that 
the deeds were exchanged. 

‘In December, 1888, or in January, 
1889, Mrs. Palomares deeded to me (in 
trust, though not so stipulated in the con- 
veyance) all of the undivided two-thirds of 
the ranch, which had been deeded to her in 
exchange for the San Dimas league of land 
and her one-third interest in the lands 
owned by the ranchcompany. Lnever paid 
her any consideration for the land or inter- 
est deeded and never at any time or to any 
one claimed'thatIownedit.

There are quite anum- 
ber of cases in which, upon her order, lL 
made quit-claim deeds without any con- 
sideration other than the notary fees.

erty was deeded in trust to Burr. After 
the execution of the mortgage by the land 
and water company, the Citizens’ Water 
Oompany and others sunk wells on the 
Kinsley tracts, and other pieces of land 
near the wells of the Pomona Water Com. 
pany, andthe result was that they very 
seriously diminished the flow in the wells 
of Dr.“Nichols.

FIRE-FIGHTING APPLIANCES, 


Test of the New Chemical Engines and 
Water Tower. 

The public test of the new chemical 
engines and the water tower at the 
plaza yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
was witnessed by several thousand peo- 
ple, including the Mayor, most of the 
Councilmen, members of the Police and 
Fire Commissioners, other city officials 
and many prominent citizens. - The 
tests were under the direction of Chief 
Moore, Assistant Moriarty and Engi- 
neer Stoermer, and were a perfect 
success. 

The workings of the water tower 
were first shown. This tower is differ- 
ent from those in use in other cities, the 
improvement having been made by Chief 
Moore, Engineer Stoermer and Elec- 
trician Hagan. It is built on the hook 
and ladder truck, is easily handled and 
will prove of valuable assistance in 
fighting fires in high buildings. It 
worked perfectly yesterday afternoon. 

The new chemical engines, two 100- 
gallon Champion machines, were next 
tried. A board shed had been erected 
in the open space fronting the plaza 
and filled with empty boxes, barrels, 
straw and other inflammable material 
the whole being covered with tar and 
saturated with coal oil and gasoline. A 
match was applied and when the flames 
were under full headway the signal was 
given, and the stream from the engines 
turned on, when the fire was extin- 
guished in a few minutes." 

With these new appliances Los Ange- 
les now has the best equipment of any 
fire department in the State, and it is 
believed that next year will see a 
very marked reduction in insurance

RAY’S ‘‘ DISAPPEARANCE.” 


A Shortage in His Accounts Explains His

without said ag any trees, plants, vines, 
shrubs, scions. cuftings, or grafts without 

ng written notice of their arrival at 
heir destination. within twenty-four hours 
thereafter to the horticultural commission 
of said county, or to the local inspector of the 
district into which the same are so brought; 
nor shall either of the persons or parties 
above named remove or use, or cause the 
removal of the same from the piace of their 
arrival at their destination, until inspected 
as hereinafter provided. 

Src. 2.. On receiving the notification men- 
tioned in section 1 hereof, the horticultural 
commission, or local inspector receiving the 
same, shall as soon thereafter as practica- 
ble, carefully inspect the articles relative to 
which said notice was served. 

Sec. 3. Any person or persons within the 
county of Los Angeles, who shall ship or 
bring. or eause to be sipped or broughtinto 
Los Angeles coanty: California, any trees, 
vines, scions, cuttings, grafts, shrubs, or 
plants; shall have placed upon or securely 
attached to each box, package, or separate 

arcel of such articles, a Distinct Mark or 

abel showing the name of the Owner, Agent 
or Shipper, the name of the Grower, and the 
Place Where Grown. 

Src. 4. Itshall be the duty of the county 
horticultural commission to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance, and for such 

urpose it may make such rules and regula- 
Hions as in its judgment is necessary to 
make such ordinance effective. 

EC. 5. Any srson violating any ofthe 
provisions of this ordinance shall bs guilty 
of amisdemeanor, and on conviction thereof 
shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail not less than five days nor more 
than six months, or by a fine of not less than 
five dollars, nor more than five hundred 
dollars, or by both such fine and imprison- 
ment. 

A judgment that the defendant pay a fine 
may also direct that he be imprisoned until 
the fine be satisfied, specifying the extent of 
imprisonment, which must not exceed one 
day for every o> ed ofthefine. . 

SR. 6..An ordinance entitled “An ordi- 
nance with excerpts from State laws con- 
cerning horticultural interests” passed by 
tpe board of pages of Los Angeles 
county, California, on March 13, 1890, and all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with the provisions of this ordinance 
are hereby repealed.

Bids for the Election Booths—The Electric 
Clock Trouble. 

At the meeting of the Board of Super- 
visors yesterday a number of bids were 
received forthe construction of election 
booths and ballot-boxes as required by 
the new law, Councilmen Nickell and 
Summerland being present on behalf of 
the city, which has agreed to pay half 
the expense entailed. The bidders 
were Busch & Hannon, B. D. Coates, W.

A. C. Harper and G. D. Barnard & Co. 
The matter was taken under advise- 
ment. 

A communication was received from 
the electrician who put in the new dials 
in the Courthouse under the direction 
of Contractor Brady, to the effect that 
the running of the new electric clocks 
would be discontinued until the board 
reached an understanding as to what it 
requred, he having complied with the 
specifications. He also demanded 
recompense for damages sustained to 
his system by reason of the overflow of 
water from the elevator tank during 
the past two months.
